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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
teaches compositions of fluoropolymers with functional groups with crosslinking agents, 
and there is also a teaching of combining different combinations of functional polymers 
with different crosslinking agents. The second teaching is found in reference to Aoki et 
al, U. S. Patent 6,121,408. The reference, however, teaches many polymers, but never 
suggests that fluoropolymers can benefit or even function with combinations of curing 
mechanisms. There is, therefore, no motivation or reasonable suggestion in the prior art 
to combine different curing systems in a single composition as required by applicants' 
claims. The claimed invention is, therefore, both novel and unobvious over the closest 
prior art as cited.
